This office action is in response to amendments and remarks filed on December 7, 201 1. 
Claims 3-5, 17, 19-24 and 26-52 are pending. 

Drawings

any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of Patent 
No.: 7,206,820 has been reviewed and is accepted.
